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SOS bus offers haven 
for town’s drinkers 


REVELLERS suffering 
the effects of drink or 
drugs could be helped 
by a new bus project. 

But town councillors in 
Newmarket, where the SOS 
bus is due to be launched 
later this year, will not put 
cash into the scheme until 
the town’s nightclubs and 
pubs do the same. 

A secondhand single-decker 
bus has been bought but needs to 
be fitted out at a cost of up to 
£30,000. 

Home Office funding of up to 
£30,000 has been earmarked for 
running costs. 

The project follows the lead set 
in Norwich, where an SOS bus 
has been in operation since 2001. 

The bus will be parked on the 
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pavement in the High Street next 
to the town’s post office on Friday 
and Saturday nights from 9pm to 
4am. 

It will be fitted out with a 
“chill” area for revellers to relax 
and a bed for anyone needing 
medical attention. It will also be 
fitted with plasma screen 
televisions. 

Trained volunteers are due to 
man the bus which will also have 
St John Ambulance first aid staff 
on board. 

Volunteers will help vulnerable 
revellers to get home either by 
calling taxis for them or calling 
family members to pick them up. 

It is hoped the scheme - due to 
run in Newmarket for an initial 


six-month period - will take 
pressure off the police. 

The funders include West 
Suffolk Crime and Disorder 
Reduction Partnership which 
provided an initial £20,000 and 
£4,200 from the West Suffolk 
Local Strategic Partnership. 

Details of the scheme were 
given to Newmarket Town 
Council’s community services 
committee by Chief Supt Paul 
Marshall, police commander for 
Suffolk’s western area who chairs 
the committee behind the project, 
and Sammy Manzaroli, substance 
misuse co-ordinator for west 
Suffolk. 

Mr Manzaroli said he had spent 
a night with the Norwich SOS 
bus and was immediately “sold” 
on the idea. 

“It takes pressure off door 
staff, police and the ambulance 
service and makes the environ¬ 


ment much safer,” he said. 

But Cllr Richard Fletcher said: 
“I’m sure most taxpayers would 
prefer money spent on more 
police rather than tea and 
sympathy for youngsters who 
have had too much to drink. 

“I feel the lion’s share of 
funding should come from the 
clubs and pubs who have caused 
the problem by selling drink to 
the youngsters.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, committee 
chairman, said: “There’s a 
turnover of around £2-£3 million 
in the pubs and clubs in 
Newmarket and I would have 
thought an approach should be 
made to them first before coming 
to the town council.” 

The committee voted to support 
the project in principle without 
giving any cash towards it at this 
stage. 



Return to blaze-hit 
school is ‘brilliant’ 


PUPILS began returning to 
their school site today for the 
first time since the buildings 
burned down in August. 

The 375 children at 
Newmarket’s St Felix Middle 
School have spent the past 
three months split between 
three different school sites in 
the town while a new school 
has been built from 
prefabricated units. 

Teachers and other staff were 
busy this week fitting out the 


classrooms ready for the 
children to return today and 
tomorrow after an extended 
Christmas holiday. 

The two-storey Portakabin 
buildings should last more 
than 20 years. 

Suffolk County Council has 
said the buildings are a 
“medium term” solution to the 
problem of providing a new 
school while an education 
review which could lead to its

Kids’ clothing store is 
latest downturn victim 


LONG-established chil¬ 
dren’s clothing chain 
Adams has become the 
latest victim of the 
economic downturn. 

The Newmarket branch, 
in the town’s Guineas 
centre, is among 111 shops 
which have been closed by 
the administrators. 

Around 850 staff across 
the country have been 
made redundant. 

The Newmarket shop, 
which has been open for 
more than 25 years, 
employs six staff. 

The shop shutters 
remained down this week 
and a member of staff said 
she could not comment on 


the closure. 

Administrators Price 
waterhouseCoopers (PwC), 
which were appointed on 
New Year’s Eve, have kept 
the remaining 160 Adams 
shops open and the 
business continues to 
employ 2,350 people. 

Rob Hunt, joint admin¬ 
istrator and partner at 
PwC, said: “In light of the 
current downturn being 
experienced on the high 
street, it is with regret that 
it has been necessary to 
effect the closure of 111 
stores throughout the UK.” 

The Adams chain was 
founded in 1933 in Birm¬ 
ingham and was bought 


out of administration in 
February 2007 by Northern 
Ireland businessman John 
Shannon. 

The closure is the latest 
shopping blow to New¬ 
market which last year saw 
the closure of independent 
shop Linens and Things on 
the Market Square. The 
unit remains closed. 

Woolworths on the High 
Street closed just after 
Christmas and the 
Roseby’s soft furnishings 
and bedding chain in 
Crown Walk has been 
holding a “closing down” 
sale for several weeks.

MORE than 350 
American air force 
personnel from the 
Lakenheath base 
have gone to the 
Middle East on a 
deployment to 
support operations 
in Afghanistan and 
Iraq. 

Planes from the 
base took off from 
3am on Monday for 
an undisclosed 
temporary base in 
the Middle East. 
Around 20 F-15E

A base spokesman 
said that aircraft 
would not normally 
fly from the base in 
the early hours of 
the morning.

Work begins 

WORK has started on two road 
schemes which were predicted to 
cause major disruption. 

The schemes in Newmarket involve a 
major redesign for the town’s busy 
Clocktower junction and the removal of 
trees in The Avenue. 

The Clocktower scheme, expected to 
continue until the end of April, includes 
realigning the High Street and building 
out the pavement to link the historic 
tower itself - currently on an island in 
the middle of the road. 

The work is the second phase of a 
£600,000 scheme by Suffolk County 
Council aimed at making the junction 
safer. 


But the scheme has faced criticism 
from town councillors who made a late 
bid to have the work postponed until 
problems at nearby traffic lights in 
Fordham Road and Fred Archer Way 
are sorted out. 

However, Mike Manning, the county’s 
service director for environment and 
transport, has responded by saying that 
the criticism of the scheme had already 
been considered. 

He told the town council, in a letter, that 
problems with the traffic lights had 
partly been due to "faulty components" 
and said that the issue should be 
resolved when the rest of the scheme 
was completed. 


Town councillors were worried about 
safety of pedestrians because there are 
no designated crossing points at the 
junction. 

But Mr Manning said the issue had 
been addressed in earlier talks with the 
council. 

The other scheme in The Avenue also 
involves the county council, as the 
roads authority. Trees in the footpath 
are being removed because they have 
cracked the pavement. 

The county council has promised to 
replace them with more trees - which 
will be planted in containers to stop the 
roots damaging the path again.

closure is being carried out. 

Tony Bavington, the head, said: “It’s brilliant. 
It’s five months since the school burned 
down and no-one believed you could get a 
new school in that time. 

“What we have to do now is convince 
Suffolk County Council to keep the school 
open.” 

The school’s governors have made a 
submission to the county arguing that the 
school should remain. 

The school is under threat, together with 
Newmarket’s other middle school, 
Scaltback, because the county intends to 
switch to a two-tier education system. All 
middle schools across the county are facing 
closure. 

A consultation period ended in December 
and councillors are set to decide the fate of 
the schools in the Forest Heath District in 
February. 

Further work will continue on the school site 
where a further phase will include the 
installation of a sports “bubble” structure 
where the old buildings once stood. 


‘No risk’ phone 
mast must stay 


A COUNCIL has drop¬ 
ped a bid to have a 
phone mast moved after 
independent tests show¬ 
ed it does not pose a 
health risk. 

The controversial mast 
appeared nearly a year ago in 
Exning Road, Newmarket, 
outside Newmarket College. 

It later emerged that a slip¬ 
up by Forest Heath District 
Council planners allowed 
mobile phone company 02 to 
put the 30ft mast up when a 
deadline for objections was 
missed. 

Town councillors and 
residents protested. MP 
Richard Spring also spoke 
out angrily about the mast 
and students at the college 
collected signatures on a 
petition calling for it to be 
moved. 

The district council 
promised to do all it could to 
convince 02 to move the mast. 

But now Nigel McCurdy, 
the district council’s 
strategic director (services), 
has admitted that the council 
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has run out of options and 
the mast will have to stay. 

The phone company said in 
August that it would need 
two new masts in separate 
locations to provide the same 
level of coverage as the 
Exning Road one. 

The company also said that 
it would expect the council to 
pay for the new masts - at a 
total cost of around £300,000. 

Mr McCurdy said, in a 
letter to Dr Bob Cadwalladr, 
head of the college: “Replace¬ 
ment by two masts would 
clearly double the visual 
impact and the perception of 
proliferation of masts in the 
locality. 

“The additional cost of 
double provision, along with 
decommissioning of the 
existing mast is also 
prohibitive and unjustifiable, 
given that the new mast is 
fully compliant with current 
regulatory requirements in 


terms of frequency 
strength.” 

He said independent 
consultants had carried out 
tests at the school and the 
nearby hospital, together 
with other locations, and had 
confirmed that radio wave 
emissions from the mast 
were “well within” 
government guidelines. 

Mr McCurdy added: “The 
council has now exhausted 
all options to address local 
concerns.” 

A district council 
spokeswoman said: “We have 
thoroughly explored all 
options.” 

Dr Cadwalladr said: “We 
would have liked to have been 
part of the consultation 
process and we feel a bit let 
down because we did not 
have a voice in the process of 
saying where the mast should 
go in the first place. 

“I am relieved that the 
independent tests show a low 
level of risk. But, as a school, 
we would like it to be 
relocated.”

Year of mixed fortunes... 


As we enter 2009, John Goode takes a look back at the people, 
places and events which made the headlines during 2008. 


January 

Residents in the previously quiet Newmarket 
areas of Stamford Street and Cardigan Street 
complained about an increase in traffic 
following the closure of Green Road. 

The town’s last sub-post office in Exning 
Road was set to close after the owners 
submitted plans to convert it into flats. 

Newmarket care home Kingfisher House was 
fined £11,100 for having dirty kitchens. 

Town councillors were forced to rethink plans 
for a £1.3 million revamp of the Memorial Hall in 
the High Street after a lottery bid for £500,000 
was turned down. 

February 

Top pop musicians including Sir Paul 
McCartney and former Squeeze member Chris 
Difford sent tributes to the funeral of talented 
young musician James Fisher, 15, who was 
found dead near his home at Ashley. An open 
verdict was recorded at the subsequent 
inquest. 

Plans to cut down all the trees in The Avenue, 
Newmarket, caused shock. But some residents 
welcomed the scheme to repair the pavement 
damaged by the tree roots. Suffolk County 
Council promised to replace the trees. 

Television chef Steven Saunders’ restaurant 
in Crown Walk, Newmarket, went into 
liquidation with debts of £211,000. 

Details of Suffolk County Council’s 
controversial £600,000 revamp of Newmarket’s 
Clocktower junction were revealed. 

Forest Heath district councillors were 
shocked to hear that costs of the town’s new 
pool had risen to around £14 million. 

March 

The team behind plans for an Olympic 
equestrian training centre near Newmarket said 
they remained confident - despite their scheme 


not being included in the first list of projects 
accepted by the London organising committee. 

Sheikh Mohammed, leading racehorse owner 
and ruler of Dubai, was linked with a new bid to 
buy Liverpool Football Club. The bid was 
subsequently rejected by the club’s American 
owners. 

There was a row after police were reported to 
have told bosses at Fordham-based Turners 
transport to let nine Afghan illegal immigrants, 
found in one of their trucks, find their own way 
to the Croydon immigration centre in South 
London. 

Funding of £15 million was reportedly being 
sought by Suffolk Primary Care Trust to improve 
facilities at Newmarket Hospital. 

April 

Newmarket’s first plastic carrier bag ban day 
was hailed a success. 

Plans for an aircraft holding “stack” in the 
skies over an area south of Newmarket worried 
racehorse breeders and others involved in the 
town’s racing industry. 

Leading Newmarket trainers were among 
those involved in a street protest against plans 
for modern-style flats in the town’s historic Bury 
Road. 

Students at Newmarket College were also 
protesting - against the mobile telephone mast 
which appeared in Exning Road at the entrance 
to the school. 

Forest Heath District Council, one of the 
smallest districts in the country, voted for its 
own abolition in a local government shake-up. 
But the council supported an east-west split for 
Suffolk rather than a single unitary council 
covering almost the entire county. 



Top jockey Kieren Fallon was cleared of 
speeding after his car was snapped being 
driven at 40mph in a 30mph limit. A leading 
motoring lawyer handled his case at Ely 
magistrates’ court. 

Forest Heath District Council accepted a 
ruling by the Local Government Ombudsman 
that it was guilty of maladministration. 
Councillors “reluctantly” agreed that there had 
been an “appearance of bias and favouritism” 
when a councillor’s son was granted planning 
permission for a housing development. 

The district council voted to shelve £3 million 
plans to refurbish its offices because of the 
question mark over the council’s future. 

There was a row over the £220,000 salary for 
Suffolk County Council’s new chief executive, 
Andrea Hill. 

Tess Henry, 41, was involved in a battle to be 
allowed to remain in Britain to nurse her dying 
mother, Jennifer Jeeps, at her home in Exning. 
Ms Henry had lived in Australia although she 
was brought up in the Newmarket area. 

There was uproar at Newmarket’s annual 
town meeting when more than 100 people 
attended to protest about various planning 
issues - particularly the flats scheme in Bury 
Road. 

June 

An unnamed donor - later identified as Sheikh 
Mohammed’s Darley Stud Management 
company - agreed to support plans to bring 
sport, including cricket, back to The Severals in 
Newmarket. 

There was concern over the future of hundreds 


of empty houses, previously occupied by 
American airmen and their families, on 
Newmarket’s Studlands Park estate. 

A new book by former Weekly News columnist 
Michael Jeacock was published 18 months 
after his death. More Views from the Fen was 
being sold to raise money for St Nicholas 
Hospice, Bury St Edmunds, and Macmillan 
Cancer Support. 

War hero Jack Taylor was honoured with a 
plaque at Newmarket racecourse after a 
campaign to recognise his deeds - trying to 
rescue RAF airmen from two crashed bombers 
during the Second World War when the 
racecourse was used as an airfield. 

Confirmation of the closures of post offices in 
Exning Road and Baron Mills brought 
condemnation - although the move was 
expected. 

July 

Summer events were in full swing with carnivals 
in Newmarket and Burwell and top pop acts, 
including Girls Aloud, performing at Newmarket 
racecourse. 

Town councillors argued, unsuccessfully, 
against plans to ban right turns for traffic leaving 
Newmarket’s Waitrose store as part of the first 
phase of the revamp of the Clocktower junction 
and nearby roads. 

Gloria Davies, 43, and her son Nico, 15, 
escaped from a fire which wrecked their home 
in New Cheveley Road, Newmarket. But her 
father, Charles Davies, 76, needed hospital 
treatment after being rescued by firefighters. 

Purse thefts were worrying police after 
reports that there was more than one a week in 
Newmarket town centre. 

Plans to extend the Guineas shopping centre 
by building on Newmarket market square were 
shelved due to the economic situation.

August 

A devastating fire destroyed 
Newmarket’s St Felix Middle School - 
fortunately while the building was empty 
during the school holidays. Millions of 
pounds damage was caused leaving 
teachers and education chiefs with the 
headache of finding accommodation for 
the 375 pupils by September. A 14-year- 
old boy was later charged with arson. 

In the Olympics there was glory for 
cyclists Ross Edgar, a former pupil of 
Newmarket’s Scaltback Middle School, 
and Victoria Pendleton, a member of 
Mildenhall Cycling Club. But former 
Newmarket girl, javelin thrower Goldie 
Sayers, lost out in the medal stakes. 

The sub-post offices in Exning Road, 
Newmarket, and Barton Mills finally 
closed. 

September 

Economic problems forced developers 
Reef Estates to switch plans for 
Newmarket’s Technical Institute site to a 
hotel instead of flats. 

Tributes were paid to Mildenhall 
church verger Jack Sturgeon, 80, who 
died while tending the St Mary’s church 
clock after a wedding service. 

A battle was won by Tess Henry to be 
allowed to remain in Britain to care for 
her mum Jennifer Jeeps at her home in 
Exning. Immigration officials agreed that 


she could stay for six months while her 
citizenship application was considered. 

A row broke out after Cambridgeshire 
County Council announced cuts in bus 
subsidies which could lead to the 
withdrawal of evening bus services 
between Newmarket and Cambridge. 

October 

Angry parents launched a campaign to 
save Newmarket’s Paddocks Primary 
school after plans were revealed to 
“merge” it with another school as part of 
Suffolk County Council’s education 
review. 

The multi-million pound Newmarket 
Equine Hospital, described as the finest 
horse hospital in Europe, began taking its 
first patients. 

A police raid on the Ponderosa scrap 
yard at Red Lodge resulted in four 
arrests at the time and further arrests in 
follow-up inquiries. 

Anglian Water was fined £150,000 for 
causing pollution which caused the 
death of thousands of fish when 
ammonia and sewage was released from 
Newmarket sewage works. 

November 

There were two Royal visitors. The 
Queen made a private visit to Rossdales 
horse hospital at Exning to open an 
extension and the Princess Royal visited 
the British Racing School in Newmarket. 

The threatened bus links between 
Newmarket and Cambridge were saved. 


Hundreds of pupils and parents took 
part in a protest march along Newmarket 
High Street to oppose plans for the 
closure of Paddocks Primary School as 
well as the middle schools - Scaltback 
and St Felix.

December 

New £750,000 flats for pensioners retired 
from the racing industry were opened at 
Wilfred Sherman House, off Park Lane, 
Newmarket. 

Forest Heath District Council voted to 
oppose Suffolk County Council’s plans to 
switch to a two-tier education system. 
The county is due to make a decision in 
February. 

Frail pensioners at Exning Court “extra 
care” flats were left without hot water 
and heating when gas supplies ran out. 
Staff found electric heaters for the flats 
until the supplies were restored.

Row over 
coverage 
of race 
meetings 

A ROW has broken out over 
television coverage of top race 
meetings at Newmarket. 

The Guineas festival in May and 
Champions Day in October have 
been offered to the BBC in a bid to 
convince the corporation to keep its 
coverage of jumps racing. 

But Channel 4, which currently 
covers most race meetings, has 
countered by saying it will 
“consider its position” if the switch 
goes ahead. 

Negotiations are continuing 
between Racing UK, representing 
the racecourses, and the two 
television broadcasters over the 
issue. 

Jockey Club Racecourses, owner 
of Newmarket Racecourses, is said 
to support the bid to let BBC have 
the rights for the two meetings. 

It is more than 40 years since the 
1000 Guineas and 2000 Guineas 
races were shown on BBC 
television. The races are the first 
classics of the British racing 
calendar. 

Details of the row were first 
revealed in the Racing Post which 
has mounted a campaign to 
convince the BBC to maintain its 
level of racing coverage. 

Three-car crash 
closes road 

A ROAD was closed for nearly 
two hours after three vehicles 
collided outside an American air 
force base on Monday. 

The collision happened on the 
A1101 road at the main entrance 
to Mildenhall base. 

No-one was seriously hurt in the 
crash which involved a red 
Renault Clio, a silver Honda 
Prelude and silver Kia. 

All the cars are believed to have 
been driven by US service 
personnel, some of whom are 
reported to have been treated at 
the base medical centre. 

Ministry of Defence police 
officers from the base helped 
deal with the collision which 
happened just after 7am. 

Major congestion was caused in 
the area but the road was cleared 
just before 9am. 


Advice for elderly aims 
to reduce risk of falls 


OLDER people are being 
encouraged to take simple 
steps this winter to lessen 
their chances of suffering 
a potentially serious fall. 

NHS Suffolk is offering 
advice including taking 
exercise to improve mo¬ 
bility, strength, balance, 
endurance and flexibility. 

It is important that 
anyone on medication 
should ask their doctor or 
pharmacist about 
possible side effects such 
as drowsiness and dizzi¬ 
ness. 

Homes should be 
checked for trip hazards 
such as loose carpets or 
rugs, and make sure the 


hallway and stairs are 
well lit. People should 
wear sensible shoes and 
check that the rubber on 
any walking aid is not 
worn out. 

The advice comes after 
Department of Health 
statistics showed that 
falling is the most 
frequent and serious type 
of injury for those aged 
over 65. 

Half of those aged 80 
and over will fall every 
year - which could equate 
to around 7,000 people in 
Suffolk. 

Anita Walkinshaw, falls 
co-ordinator with NHS 
Suffolk, said: “A fall can 


destroy a person’s 
confidence, make them 
feel isolated and reduce 
their independence. 

“But the majority of 
falls are predictable and 
preventable and there are 
several things which 
people can do to reduce 
their chances of falling.” 

Anyone who has had a 
fall should also tell their 
GP, as an underlying 
medical reason could 
have caused the accident.

All goes swimmingly 
well at pool opening 


A CHARITY swimming 
event marked the open¬ 
ing of Newmarket’s new 
public pool.

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Empty fire centre is 
costing &85k a month

TAXPAYERS are foot¬ 
ing a £85,000-a-month 
bill for Cambridge’s 
new fire control centre 
- even though it won’t 
be used until 2011. 

The building in Water- 
beach was meant to be 
handling 999 calls from 
across East Anglia by now 
but it is still being fitted out. 

Problems with computer 
systems saw the latest 
estimated opening date 
pushed back from May 2011 
to August and it is not 
expected to be fully oper¬ 
ational until the end of 2011. 

Now the Government has 
admitted it is spending 
£85,000 every month on 
leasing, maintenance and 24- 
hour security for the 
building at the Cambridge 
Research Park. 

Kevin Napier, the Fire 
Brigades Union (FBU) 
regional secretary, said: 
“The taxpayers of Camb¬ 
ridgeshire are going to have

to foot the bill for this. We 
don’t know if the systems 
going into this building 
work and probably won’t 


know until it’s too late to 
change, so the Government 
is playing with people’s 
lives. 

“We are now in the pos¬ 
ition where we don’t know 
how much this is going to 
cost and how much the tax¬ 
payer is going to have to 
pay” 

Even if the monthly figure 
stayed the same until the 
expected opening, £1.6 
million would still have been 
spent on running costs up to 
that date. 

The union says the nation¬ 
al cost of keeping new fire 
control centre buildings is 
£750,000 a month. 

Earlier this month, it was 


revealed that the nationwide 
scheme to replace 46 
buildings with nine regional 
hubs was set to cost £20 
million more than the 
expected figure of £360 
million. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Department for Commun¬ 
ities and Local Government 
said: “New regional control 
centre buildings are not 
standing idle. 

“They are being fitted out 
with IT and other 
equipment, being used for 
developing and testing of 
systems and providing 
training facilities for fire 
service staff and elected 
members.” 


Hefty bill to pay 
for sick teachers 


MORE than 130 teachers in 
Cambridgeshire call in sick 
every day - leaving tax¬ 
payers with a hefty bill. 

Latest figures reveal 3,050 
teachers took off 26,240 days 
between them in the space of 
a year, an average of 135 
each school day. 

There are 4,380 teachers in 
the county, meaning 3 per 
cent are off on any one day. 

While the proportion of 
teachers absent each day is 
low, union officials blame 
the rise in staff sickness on 
the stress of the job. 

In Cambridgeshire, 9,180 
sick days were taken as part 
of absences lasting for more 
than 20 days in total. 

The Tories, who released 
the figures, said the rise is 
worrying and called on the 
Government to investigate 
the reasons behind it. 

But Andrew Hutchinson, 
executive principal of the 
Parkside Federation in 
Cambridge, said he believed 
staff sickness at his two 
schools was falling. 

He added: “Teaching can 
be a stressful job but this 
varies widely. If you are 
teaching, you have to be able 
to do what you need to do, 
it’s not like an office where 
you sit behind a desk. 

“It’s a matter of balance, 
because teachers are com¬ 
mitted to their jobs and want 


to make sure children do not 
suffer because of their 
absence.” 

Using a supply teacher 
costs schools from £103 to 
£210 a day, making the daily 
cost to taxpayers from curr¬ 
ent absences £20,900 if sup¬ 
ply teachers are employed at 
a cost of £155 each per day. 

Over a school year of 195 
days, the bill would top £4 
million. But the council does 
not know the true cost bec¬ 
ause supply teachers are 
employed on a school-by¬ 
school basis. 

Nationwide in 2007, 15,000 
teachers were off sick every 
day. The number of days lost 
to illness rose from 2.5 
million in 1999 to 2.9 million 
in 2007. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
said: “Long term absence - 
9,180 days in Cambridge¬ 
shire - equates to 34.98 per 
cent of all absence, which 
compares favourably with 
Oxfordshire (44.9 per cent) 
and Cornwall (56.9 per cent). 

“No employer can afford 
to be complacent about sick¬ 
ness management, but a 
certain level of absence is 
inevitable in organisations 
such as schools. 

“However, we encourage 
schools to consider the 
health and well-being of 
staff at all times.”

Big haul of honours for 
region’s high achievers 


A HEALTH boss 
has been knighted 
in the Queen’s New 
Year’s Honours list.

The group runs Park- 
side and Coleridge com¬ 
munity colleges in Cam¬ 
bridge, and earlier this 
month was chosen to 
run the new secondary 
school to be built at Clay 
Farm, Trumpington.

Pub ban for player 
who kicked town Pc

A MEMBER of the 
Histon FA Cup giant- 
killers has been banned 
from every pub and 
nightclub in the UK after 
assaulting a police 
officer. 

Stutes defender Erkan Okay, 
23, was handed the month-long 
ban after he admitted using 
abusive behaviour and 
assaulting Pc Christopher 
Button in Newmarket. 

Magistrates in Bury St 
Edmunds heard how Okay, an 
unused substitute in Histon’s 
incredible 1-0 victory over 
Leeds United in November, 
kicked the officer on the knee 
as he was being arrested for 
urinating in Newmarket High 
Street. 

Emma Lister, prosecuting, 
told the court how Okay had 
been thrown out of Innocence 
nightclub on Saturday, 
December 13 at about 11.25pm 
and was later approached by

officers who saw him 
urinating. 

Okay then verbally abused 
Pc Button before kicking him. 
He was taken to Newmarket 
police station, where he 
admitted to officers he had 
drunk a bottle of whisky 
earlier in the evening. 

Kevin McCarthy, in 


mitigation, said: “My client is 
understandably ashamed. He 
has apologised to the officer 
and regrets kicking out that 
night.” 

It is not the first time Okay, 
of Montgomery Road, 
Cambridge, has courted 
controversy. 

The former Ipswich Town 
youth teamer was forced to 
apologise in January 2006 after 
lifting his shirt in a warm- 
down at Cambridge City’s 
Milton Road stadium to reveal 
a T-shirt saying “Cambridge 
City RIP” - alluding to the 
club’s poor financial situation. 

Okay, who has played for 
Histon FC for five years, also 
appeared before magistrates in 
April 2004 on a charge of being 
drunk and disorderly. 

In addition to the 28-day ban 
from Britain’s bars and night¬ 
clubs, District Judge Sam¬ 
antha Leigh also imposed a 28- 
day curfew banning him from 
going out between the hours of 
10.30pm and 6am. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£100 in compensation, £60 
towards court costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

DURING what 
seems like, and 
probably is, the

MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


i □ end off change of address cards. 

■ □ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

|—| Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
^ damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

J Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Discover Vauxhall Insignia 
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Street-cred Mini is a cut above 


IT’S pretty hard to take 
exception to Mini’s new 
Convertible, writes 

Jonathan Crouch. 

It looks (and is) sportier than 
the previous version, yet it’s 
cheaper to run and more eco- 
friendly too. It offers more space 
and plenty of hi-tech features. But 
best of all, it’s still just as much 
fun to drive. 

As with the fixed top Mkll Mini 
models, the convertible ditches the 
old Isuzu engines and instead 
adopts the less characterful but 
more efficient units that BMW 
developed with Peugeot and 
Citroen. That means we lose the 
glorious supercharged whine of 
the old Cooper S version, but its 
175bhp 1.6-litre twin scroll turbo¬ 
charged replacement makes up for 
that with far better fuel economy 
figures and emissions. Rest to 60 
takes 7.4 seconds on the way to 
138mph and there’s 1771b ft of 
torque. 

Go for the 120bhp 1.6-litre engine 
you get in the standard Cooper 


model and 60 takes 9.8 seconds on 
the way to 123mph, still quite fast 
enough for most, even if, with 
1181b ft of torque, you’ll need to 
rev it a bit more to properly enjoy 
that performance. 

With a raised shoulder line the 
Mkll Convertible has a more 
purposeful and dynamic stance 
than its predecessor. The Cooper S 
Convertible sets itself apart 
visually with the bonnet mounted 
air-intake, large twin tailpipes, a 
diffuser in the rear bumper and a 
two-piece rear fog lamp. 

On to the roof and the automatic 
canvas cover of this car can be 
fully retracted or closed in just 15 
seconds. In the event of drivers 
being caught out by a sudden 
downpour, this function will fully 
operate with the car at speeds of 
up to 20mph. As an alternative to 
the complete top-down driving ex¬ 
perience, the full width of the 
electric roof can be retracted by 
about 40cm to create the effect of a 
sunroof at speeds of up to 75mph. 

Both the Cooper and Cooper S 
variants are decently equipped. 


Look at the safety 
technology and 
you’re bombarded 
with acronyms 
like assisted power 
steering (EPS), 

ABS with Elec¬ 
tronic Brake Force 
Distribution 
(EBD), Cornering 
Brake Control 
(CBC) and Brake 
Assist, plus 
Dynamic Stability 
Control (DSC) - all 
found as standard. 

For the first-time, air conditi¬ 
oning is fitted as standard in a 
Mini Convertible, though one 
option of dubious value will be 
what Mini is calling the “Openo- 
meter”. This records the time 
spent by the owner driving with 
the top down. More useful 
however is the bike rack set-up 
that is supplied as standard with 
the mounting points hidden 
behind the rear bumper. 

Both models feature technology 
from BMW’s EfficientDynamics

systems, so you can expect class¬ 
leading fuel efficiency, low C02 
emissions and impressive cost of 
ownership figures. 

Basically 

You could perhaps complain about 
the premium pricing but in truth, 
there’s not really much more than 
that to put off would-be Mini 
Cabriolet purchasers. This car has 
more street-cred than its rivals 
and is far-less gender-specific 
(read female-orientated) - and it’s 
fantastic fun to drive.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far.

We ll Cruse it 
in 2009: Huff 


THE last 12 months have witnessed 
some of the best sporting moments 
in history, but for Rob Huff it was a 
case of what might have been. 

The 29-year-old Red Lodge-based 
driver endured a roller-coaster 
season in the FIA World Touring Car 
Championship, finishing third in the 
overall drivers’ standings after two 
race wins. 

It was a magnificent achievement 
and earned him 39th place in 
Autosport magazine’s top 50 motor 
racing drivers of the year. 

But despite being pleased with his 
own performances in the Chevrolet 
Lacetti, Huff suffered enough 
misfortune throughout the 
championship to suggest that, with a 
bit more luck, he would have been a 
serious contender for the title. 

He said: “I was pleased to finish in 
the top three, and it was a good 
season for me. But when you look 
back at some of the things that 
happened, you think we could have 
done even better. 

“The car had the pace but some 
things didn’t really go for us.” 

The year started badly for Huff, who 
failed to score any points in the 
opening rounds in Brazil and Mexico. 
“That’s my chances gone for the title 
there and then. After four rounds the 
leaders had about 26 points and I had 
none. I wasn’t even on the radar at 
that point.” 

The next two races in Valencia 
marked a significant turning point 
for the season, Huff recording his 
first win of the season followed by 
second place in the next round 
behind team-mate Alain Menu. 
“Valencia was a special weekend,” 
said Huff. “I took 18 points from 
Spain and that put me right back 
in it. 

“It was a relief for me and the whole 
team and everyone’s spirits were 


lifted. We knew we had a quick car 
and the team had worked so hard 
on it.” 

If that was the high point of the year, 
the lowest came two months later at 
Brands Hatch, Huffs home race. 
Desperate to win in front of 
thousands of British fans, Huff was 
moments away from a dream victory 


when a puncture cruelly denied him 
first place one and a half laps from 
the finish. 

“I qualified in third and on the first 
corner the two cars in front of me 
went off,” he said. “I opened a good 
lead and then three laps from the end 
I felt a vibration on the front left side 
of the car. I knew straight away what 


it was. The tyre blew out on the back 
straight one-and-a-half laps from the 
end and I was out. 

“I was very upset afterwards. That 
was probably the lowest point in my 
motor-racing career. Every driver 
wants to win their home race, it’s 
very special.” 

Huff bounced back from the 
disappointment to finish on the 
podium twice in Germany and ended 
the season on a high, notching his 
second win of the season at the 
championship’s final weekend in 
Macau. 

The victory cemented his third place 
in the standings and underlined his 
growing reputation. 

After such a promising year Huff 
now has the overall title in his sights. 
But next year looks set to throw up 
another challenge as Chevrolet have 
introduced a new car, the Cruse, 
which may take some time to get up 
to race pace before the first round in 
Curitiba, Brazil, on February 29. 

“In a way, it’s a shame we’ve got a 
new car,” said Huff. “It’s exciting but 
we’d just got the Lacetti working 
really well. 

“I don’t think we’re going to be quite 
where we want the car to be at the 
first race meeting. I’m confident that 
over the year we can build the pace 
up and get it to the front, but 
realistically I think it will be 2010 
when we can have a real good go for 
the championship.” 

The credit crunch meant Chevrolet 
delayed finalising their plans for the 
2009 championship, so testing is 
already behind. 

Huff tested the car before Christmas 
and is due to go out to Portugal for 
three days this month, but time is 
running out. 

“We’ve still got a lot to do,” he said. 
“But we like a challenge...”

Turner sets 
new target 


EVEN a two-day ban for 
careless riding failed to 
dampen Hayley Turner’s 
delight on the night she 
became the first woman to 
ride 100 winners in a 
calendar year. 

Turner secured her place in 
British racing history when she 
helped 7-1 chance Mullitover- 
maurice to victory at 
Wolverhampton. 

“It’s brilliant,” she said. “I’m 
really pleased. My agent, Guy 
Jewell, has done a fantastic job. 
He insisted I could get there and 
kept me going to achieve it. 

“I wasn’t sure I would do it, but 
December has been a good month 
and now that I have managed it, I 
am ready for a holiday.” 

Turner, who was 26 on 
Saturday, said her next target was 
to land a job as a stable jockey. 
“When I started as an apprentice 
at Michael Bell’s it was difficult 
for him to get me on some of his 
horses, but I’m very grateful to 
him and everyone else who has 
helped me along the way. 

“Gerard (Butler) has been very 
good to me as well and has not 
been frightened of putting me up 
on his better horses, and I’ve 
tried to grab the opportunities

when I can. It would be nice (to be 
offered a job as a stable jockey) 
but everything has happened 
gradually and, hopefully, it will 
snowball next year. 

“My aim is to ride better 
quality horses in bigger races 
and see where it goes from 
there.”

SHAUN Greatbatch swept 
out of the Lakeside 
Country Club on Sunday 
on a tidal wave of 
emotion. 

The Cambridgeshire 

dartsman, who is battling 
against myeloma - a cancer of 
the bone marrow - was knocked 
out of the Lakeside World 
Professional Championship in 
straight sets by John Walton. 

But there was not a dry eye in 
the house as the 39-year-old 
Newmarket Snooker Centre ace 
was first given a standing 
ovation by an appreciative 
audience and then left the stage 
through a ‘guard of honour’ 
formed by players. 

The result of the first-round 
match was the least important 
thing - Greatbatch succumbed 
3-0 in just 24 minutes, although 
his three maximum 180s were 
loudly cheered - as players and 
commentators lined up to pay 
tribute to the affable marksman 
from Lakenheath, left two stone 
lighter, four inches shorter and 
bald by six months of intensive 
treatment and chemotherapy. 

Wiping away tears, Walton 
said: “That was an emotional 
roller-coaster, the hardest game 
I’ve had. When Shaun got that 
first 180,1 thought ‘Go for it, lad, 


go for the nine-darter’. Sadly for 
him, his doubles let him down. 
For me, it’s a hollow victory. We 
are all one big family in darts - 
and I am not afraid to admit I 
was filling up.” 

Greatbatch, who had not 
played a competitive match for 
eight months, looked drained as 
the heat on stage and the 
occasion took a toll, and 
admitted afterwards he had 
suffered throughout the day. 

He said: “When I got up this 
morning I sat on my bed with a 
massive headache and no 
energy. But I wanted to play. 

“ I thought to myself I have 
got to do it for myself and all the 
people who had come to watch 
me at Lakeside. 

“I had no energy during the 
game, and if I had won a set I 
would not have been able to win 
the match. I couldn’t have 
lasted, so I just put up the white 
flag. 

“And it was hot up there 
under those lights. At times I 
was gagging for breath. 

“It was hard enough going out 
there, but I had no idea what the 
lads were going to do at the end 
- that was just great. But I’m 
glad it’s all over. Now I can go 
away, get my fitness back, get 
back to work and take it from 
there.”
